The proceedings of the convention 
yesterday were mostly routine in their 
character. Mr. President Jenkins 
made an explanation of a ruling of the 
day before, atter which the call of dis~ 
tricts was proceeded with. Some of the 
new matter sent to the clerk’s desk 
under the call is of an interesting 
nature. Mr. Sibley, of Richmond, 
offered a-resolution to create the office 
of lieutenant~governor in Georgia; also 
a resolution that an inalienabie home- 
stead of $1,000 in realty and $500 in 
personalty be set apart; also a resolution 
that it is notZexpedient to reduce the 
yeneral assembly, and that it remain as 
it is—that its sessions be biennial and 
limited to forty days, and that its ex- 
penses be regulated. ‘Ilese were re- 
ferred to the appropriate committees. 
| Mr. Cham bers offered an 
ordinance providing for the sub- 
mission of the new constitution 
to the people tor ratification. After a 
little colloguy it was referred to tha 
committee on. miscellaneous provis 
ions. Mr. Koss offered a resolution 
authorizing each county or election dis- 
trict to fix the per diem of its repre- 
‘sentative and pay him. [t was referred. 
Mr. Ingram offered a resolution, which 
was referred, to sell the executive 
mansion and fix the governor’s salary. 
After the transaction of some other 
business, a report of the. finance com- 
mittee was discussed and adopted. The 
report js to the effect that the conven- 
tion hasfull and entire control over its 
own expenses, and is not bound by 
legislative action or limitation, but the 
committee expressthe hope that the 
expenses will not exceed the amount 
appropriated ‘by the legislature. The 
report embodies an ordinance tixiny 
the pay of members of the convention 
at four dollars a day, of the president 
at seven dollars a day, aud of 
the doorkeeper aud  wessenger 
ab four a day —all 
to be entitled (6 mileage at the rate 
of ten cents a mile going and coming, 
by the nearest practicable route. The 
ordinance also provides that the treas-~ 
urer pay these moneys, and that the 
receipt of the president to the pay roll 
be his warrant. 
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We will be prepared to vive our read- 
ers full information of the result of the 
meeting on the 25th. We have 
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ite national cotton convention will 
be convened to-day at the White Sul- 
phur in West Virginia.

SIXTH DAY’S PROCEEEDINGS 
Turspay, July 17, 9 a, m. 


The convention was called to order 
by Mr. President JENKINS, pursuant 
to adjournment. 

Praver was offered by Rev. D. B. 
HmitToN, member of the conven- 
tion from the county of Floyd. 

The journal of yesterday was read 
acd approved. 

The PRESIDENT. Before entering 
upon the proceedings of thesday, | de 
sire to Set myself right before the con- 
vention in relation toa ruling that I 
made yemterday. I refer to the ques- 
tion WMth came up when the house 
was Considering sundry resolutions in 
relation to the expenses of this conven-, 
tion. ‘lhere were four or more substi- 
tutes offered. A substitute came up, 
which was at least the third in order. 
While it was under consid: :ition, a 
gentleman made a point of order, that 
it was “an amendment to an amend- 
ment of anamendmenat,” and that such 
things were not permitted by parliamer- 
tary practice. Parliamentary law is very 
intricate and very diflicult without se- 
vere study, and easily forgotten. Now, 
as to this matter of substitutes there is 
nothing in parliamentarv law and 
nothing in the rules; but, in looking 
throug! the several forms of proceed- 
ings and the different notions which 
have ceen found useful, and which, 
like the common law of Englaad, have 
grown into parliamentary law, and the 
use of which is had when the rules o: 
a deliberative body are silent —(of 
course the rules of this body overrule 
parliamentary law, but when they do 
not, I tind it comes in and controls)— 
in looking at those different forms of 
motions, as 1 said, the motion by sub- 
stitute is not foundatal!. But there is 
amotion which is equivalent to it, 
which is intended to accomplish the 
same purpose. That is a motion “to 
strike out and insert.” The only 
difference between them is that 
one 18 indivisable and the other is not. 
The motion to substitute is not divis- 
able end the other is, and that may 
have commended the substitutes to 
you. | therefore feel bound, where the 
rules of this house do not bind we, to 
construe in cases of substitutes offered 
by the rules of parliamentary law, 
Which are applicable to motions to 
strike out aud insert, At first, yester- 
day, my idea was that all substitutes 
were intended to dispose of the original 
question, or intended to take its place, 
but it is manifest that they must be 
considered iu effect as motions tostrike 
out and insert. Now, in parliamentary 
law where there is an original proposi 
tion and a proposition to strike out 
aud insert, and another of the same 
sort is offered, the last must be re 
yarded asap amendment to the one 
immediately preceeding it. Of that I 
ain satislie@¢ Carrying the analogy 
further, 1 is clearly laid down 
in the par 1¢ntary guide books that 
you cannot, ™ the matter of amend- 
ment, go beyond an amendment to an 
amendment. When you come to an 
amendment to an amendment of an 
amendment, you transcend the rules of 
order. ‘Therefore, | have come to the 
understanding that a substitute toa 
substitute fora substitute, is out of 
order. Ifit were otherwise, it would 
result in letting matters be piled up 
mountain high upon the table and dis 
turb leyislative proceedings. 1 “have 
come to the belief that | was wrong 
yesterday, and | shall hereafter rule 
that a second substitute offered is as an 
amendment to the substitute and that 
a third motion of that nature is out of 
order until the others are disposed of.

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W ‘SHINGTON, July 17,—Early this 
morning Governor Mathews, of West 
Virginia, called> out the militia at 
Martinsburg to control the railroad 
strike. 

Bautrimore, July 17.—There are two 
militia companies in Martinsburg, 
West Virginia, armed and supplied 
with ammunition. Gov. Matthews has 
sent his aid, Col C J Faulkner, to Mar- 
tinsburg, to enforce the laws. The 
strikers threw a train of 18 flat cars 
from tbe track at the gas house switch 
in south Baltimore this morning. 

Markrinspura, July 17.—Col. Jenkins 
with 75 men took charge of the detain- 
ed train. As the train started it wag 
tired upon by the mob. One soldier 
was wounded. The military on the 
train returned the fire, killing one. 
This was followed by the wildest ex- 
citement. Some of the strikers were 
frantic with rage, while fear was depic- 
ted upom the feces: of many in the 
crowd.
